A  NT)  he  a  further  EnaHed,  That  it  Iliall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
iany  Perfon  or  Perfons,  having  juft  and  probable  Caufe  to  fufpeifl  that 
any  Goods,  Wares  or  Merchandize,  have  been  imported  from  Long- 
Jjlandt  or  Neiv-Shorebam^   alias  Block-Ifland,  or  any  other  Ifland  or  Place 
in  Poffelfjon  or  under  Controul  of  the  Enemy,  to  feize  and  fecure  the 
iamc,  if  to  be  found  in  any  Building  or  Place  other  than  a  Dwcliing-

Ifland,  or  Ntvi-Shoreharr.,  alias  Bhck-IJland^  or  any  other  IQand  or  Place 
in  the  PoffefTion  of  or  under  the  Controul  of  the  Enemy,  or  having  fuch 
Licence,  fhall  preflime  to  purchafe  any  Goods,  Wares  or  Merchan- 
dize, or  in  any  Manner  to  trade  there,  and  lliali  be  convicled  thereof 
before  any  Superior  Court,  or  Court  uf  General  SeClons  of  rjie  Peace, 
in  this  State,  by  Bill  or  Information,  fuch  Perfon  ihall  hz  difabled 
from  having  3ir.y  fuch  Licence  in  future,  and  fhall  not  be  thence  after- 
wards permitted  to  r«fide  within  Ten  Miles  of  the  Sea,  or  of  any 
navigable  River  within  this  State,  over  and  above  the  Penalties  al- 
jready  by  La-A-  jnflifted  for  fuch  Offence.

AND  it  is  further  Enabled,  That  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  fliall 
be  fued  or  profecuted  for  any  Thing  done  in  Purfuance  or  Execution 
of  this  Ad,  he  or  they  may  plead  the  general  IflTue,  and  give  the  fpe- 
cial  Matter  in  Evidence.

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United  States,  it  was  therein  among  other  Things  Refolved,  That 
if  any  Town  fhould  deliver  any  greater  Quantity  of  Beef,  or  Sum  of 
Money,  than  is  afTigned  by  the  faid  Aft,  fuch  Town  Ihall  be  credited 
for  fuch  Quantity  of  Beef  as  they  fhall  deliver  over  their  Proportion, 
or  for  fo  much  Beef  as  the  Monies  paid  over  their  Proportion  fhall 
amount  to,  to  be  dedufted  from  the  next  Proportion  of  Beef  affigned 
to  fuch  Town  :  And  whereas  fome  of  the  faid  Towns,  in  Purfuance
